The ju ry held the fair mark et 
v alu e of the annex as of March 
18, 1966, to be $1,550,000, and

from 
March 1, 1963 — when the 
cou nty first occu pied the facility 
—■ to last March 18 to be 
$37 5,000. 
Pu rp ose of the trial was to 
decide these two v alu es, which 
then becomes the amou nt the 
cou nty mu st p ay Doy le to get 
fu ll title to the annex . The 
cou nty is not req u ired to bu y 
and Doy le is not req u ired to

2 5th Amend ment Ra tified 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 
gaps in the Constitu tion hav e 
been plu gged with the ratifica­ 
tion of an amendment dealing 
with p residential disability and 
v acancy in the v ice presidency . 
The 25 th Amendment was rat­ 
ified Friday when Nev ada be­ 
came the 38th state to giv e its 
ap p rov al. 
Congress 
su bmitted 
the amendment to the states 
Ju ly 6, 1965, after the Senate 
and Hou se each approv ed it by 
the req u ired two-thirds majori­ 
ty . 
Nev ada’s 
action 
completed 
ratification 
by 
the 
req u ired 
three-fou rths of the 50 states. 
Minnesota had become the 37 th 
state earlier Friday . For a time 
it was thou ght Minnesota was 
the 38th, bu t North Dak ota offi­ 
cials ru led their state’s ap p ar­ 
ent ratification Thu rsday was 
not v alid- 
The amendment became a 


p art of the Constitu tion immedi­ 
ately , althou gh a formal p rocla­ 
mation of ratification will be 
made later by the administrator 
of the General Serv ices Admin­ 
istration. 
The last prev iou s amendment 
was adopted Jan. 23, 1964 . It 
banned the poll tax as a condi­ 
tion for elections to federal of­ 
fice. 
One 
section 
of 
the 
25 th 
Amendment 
p rov ides 
that 
whenev er the office of v ice 
p resident becomes v acant, the 
p resident shall nominate a su c­ 
cessor who wou ld tak e office 
u pon confirmation by a majori­ 
ty v ote of both hou ses of Con­ 
gress. 
The cou ntry has been withou t 
a v ice p resident 16 times. These 
v acancies cov ered 37 y ears. 
INCAPACITATION 
Other sections prov ide that 
when a p resident is incapac- 


itated or otherwise u nable to 
discharge the powers and du ties 
of his office, the v ice p resident 
shall become acting president. 
If a p resident notifies Con­ 
gress in writing of his disability , 
the v ice p resident wou ld tak e 
ov er u ntil the p resident sent 
word that he was able to re­ 
su me the powers of his office. 
In case a p resident was u na­ 
ble or u nwilling to declare his 
disability , 
the v ice p resident 
wou ld become acting p resident 
if he and a majority of the Cabi­ 
net, or a majority of su ch other 
body as Congress may later 
prov ide by law, adv ised Con­ 
gress in writing that the p resi­ 
dent was u nable to discharge 
his du ties. 
NOTICE REQUIRED 
A p resident cou ld regain his 
powers by notify ing Congress 
that his inability no longer ex ­ 


isted. This declaration cou ld be 
challenged within fou r day s by 
the v ice p resident and a majori­ 
ty of the Cabinet or su ch other 
body as Congress might later 
prov ide. 
If su ch a dispu te arose, it 
wou ld be settled by Congress, 
which wou ld be req u ired to as­ 
semble within 4 8 hou rs if it were 
not in session. 
If Congress determined within 
21 day s by a two-thirds v ote of 
both the Senate and the Hou se 
that the p resident was u nable to 
discharge his du ties, the v ice 
p resident wou ld continu e to act 
as 
p resident. 
Otherwise 
the 
p resident 
wou ld 
resu me 
the 
powers and du ties of his office.

Between them, Prosecutor Hammond and Municipal J udge 
Weber hav e cooked up a criminal law procedure which most 
lawy ers and judges nev er believ ed ex isted in the Michigan 
courts. 
This addition to legal lore had its beginning on New 
Year’s Ev e when Hammond bumped his automobile into that 
of a Berrien Springs woman at the intersection of Niles and 
Botham av enues. 
The St. J oseph policeman inv estigating the accident gav e 
the county ’s official lawy er a ticket for breaching a St. 
J oseph ordinance requiring a driv er to be able to halt his 
v ehicle at all times within the assured clear distance ahead. 
Hammond did not respond to the summons to appear 
before Weber, but did telephone the judge to enter a not 
guilty plea on his behalf. 
This is not strictly according to Hoy le, but it is done quite 
frequently in small cases. 
Later on, the two men met during a coffee break in a local 
restaurant and Hammond asked Weber to continue the case 
a while longer. 
This long distance postponement dragged along further. 
Finally the judge wrote the prosecutor that it was time for a 
confrontation in court and in lieu of a personal appearance a 
warrant might hav e to be issued against the prosecutor. 
This brought on an interv iew with Hammond who said 
that inasmuch as a municipal court is not one of record (not 
hav ing a seal of office), its judge could meet any time, in 
an y place, ex cept a saloon to dispense justice. Therefore, the 
coffee break discussion was a session of court so far as his 
case is concerned. 
Magistrates can operate in an emergency sense outside 
their offices, but it was news to many of us that they can 
function as a judicial ambulance in the sense as interpreted 
by the prosecutor. 
. 
This newspaper hassle led to Weber setting Ihursday 
afternoon as the time for a trial and Hammond acknowl­ 
edged the forum and hour for the legal duel by waiv ing a 
jury trial. 
, 
On Wednesday morning, Hammond appeared with Atty . 
Elden W. Butzbaugh, one of the area’s distinguished 
barristers, who stood by his side as a courtesy to a 
professional brother in distress. 
Butzbaugh entered a plea of nolo contendere (I do not 
choose to contest) for his client. 
j 
Weber took it, and assessed a $10 fine and costs of $6 .05 . 
Hammond paid the assessment. 
Officially , this closes the book on a bit of comical relief to 
a wintry atmosphere and presumably the law can direct once 
more its attention to more pressing problems. 
It won’t conclude, howev er, some gossipy wonderment 
among the local attorney s in the v ein of “ what giv es here. 
Nolo contendere is one of many ancient pleas dev ised by 
our English forbears when the practice of the law hinged 
more on the niceties of pleading than it did on the substance 
of a litigant's position. 
, 
A1_ . , 
. 
It surv iv es in some American courts, including the federal 
sy stem, as a middle position between a plea of guilty and a 
denial of guilt. An early Pennsy lv ania Supreme Court 
decision referred to it as a sort of kid glov e way of say ing 
“ guilty .’’ 
The adv antage of it to the defendant is that this halfway 
confession to criminal misconduct 
can not be used 
to 
corroborate his liability in any other case arising later on 
against him from the same set of facts. 
Thus, if the Berrien Springs woman or her insurer sues 
Hammond or his insurer for the 
cost of repairing the 
woman’s car, the former can not use the nolo contendere plea 
as he could an outright plea of guilty or a conv iction had a 
trial been held as ev idence of the prosecutor’s carelessness in 
the civ il action. 
, 
. „ . 
Income tax ev asion has prompted a rev iv al of the plea in 
the federal sy stem. 
Many a defendant jumps for it as the alternativ e to 
risking a stiff fine or prison sentence arising from an 
outright conv iction. Normally it sav es lawy er fees m 
defending against a full blown prosecution. 
Gov ernment attorney s like it as an easy way of maintain­ 
ing a record because it av oids the risk of a not guilty v erdict 
coming out of a case that might be less than air tight. 
As we said earlier, howev er, we were not aware that tne 
Michigan jurisprudence still carried this arrow in its arsenal 
or ev er had since the federal territorial courts had y ielded 
their sway following the 1837 admission of the state to the 
union.

This curiosity prompted us to call Weber an d Circuit 
J udge Zick. 
Weber cited us a Michigan court decision holding that 
this pre-Blackstonian plea is still acceptable. 
J udge Zick g ave us the rhetorical reply , “What decision. 
All this requires n o Con g ression al in vestig ation , n or even 
on e by the Michig an leg islature. 
It on ly dem on strates, we suppose, if Weber an d Ham m on d 
are trackin g a clear path, th a t some thin g s are n ot as dead 
as one m ig ht thin k.

If “was” is seen as “saw” it 
is un derstan dable that readin g 
becomes a real problem an d 
results in the in ability to keep 
up with school work. 
It is estimated that more than 
15 percen t of all children may 
have some deg ree of dy slex ia. 
There is n o relation ship between 
a child’s in tellig en ce, develop­ 
men t an d his readin g problem. 
Say in g “his” is rather in terest­ 
in g because the con dition hap­ 
pen s almost four times as often 
in boy s as it does in g irls. This 
disorder seems to be related to 
rig ht a n d left-han ded domi­ 
n an ce. 
Dr. Curtis Ben ton , 
Jr., of 
Florida, an ey e specialist, has

at 2 p.m. Thursday, in the 12th 
day of the trial. 


At 4:30 Thursday afternoon 


;he jurors reported to Judge 
Lucien Sweet they were not 
close to a decision, and the 
iudge sent them to their homes 
'or the night. They resumed 
deliberations at 9:30 this morn- 
ing. 


In his charge to the jurors, 


Judge 
Sweet yesterday 
told 


them they must bring back a 
verdict somewhere between the 
lowest and highest appraisals of 
&e annex's value as offered by 
expert witnesses for the two 
sides. 
TWO EXTREMES 


The lowest valuation of the 


annex's fair market value as of 
March 18, 1966, and its rental 
value from Nov. 1, 1963, until 
last March 18, was a total of 
$1,714.600. It 
was made by 


Herbert Streukens, Lansing ap- 
praiser 
and witness for the 
county. 


At the other extreme, was the 


;$2,538,940 appraisal by Donald 
TreSdwell, Detroit apprasier 
who testified- for Doyle, the 
annex builder. 


The high appraisal was snugly 


close to the figure of $2,547,000 
at which the original lease- 
purchase 
agreement between 


Doyle and the county would 
have been paid off in the 10 
years contemplated. 
HIGH COURT RULING 


It was not until the judge 


gave his final instructions to the 
jury that the jurors learned that 
the trial was a result of the 
lease-purchase agreement, un- 
der which the annex was built, 
being declared • invalid by the 
State Supreme court in January 
of 1965. The court did 
cot 


permit either side to make any 
reference 
to the invalidated 


contract at any point during the 
hearing, nor to cite any details 
of the project previous to the 
Supreme court's ruling. 


The jury was instructed to 


decide only the. two points 
oulined by the court: 1. The fair 
market value of the annex as of 
March 18, 1966, and 2. the fair 
rental value of it from Nov. 1, 
1963, when the c o u n t y first 
occupied t h e facility, until 
March 18, 1966. 


Treadwell, the Detroit ap- 


praiser, 
testified 
to a 
fair 


market value of $1,840,000 and a 
fair rental figure of $693,940, for 
a total of $2,538,940. 


A second appraiser for Doyle, 


Harold Enright of Chicago, had 
put the market value at $1,830,- 
000 and the rental figure at $657,- 
637, a total of $2,487,637. 


At the other end of the scale, 


Streukens t e s t i f i e d for the 
county the market value of the 
annex on March 18, 1966, was 
51,364,600, and a fair rental for 
28% months after Nov. 1, 1963, 
was $350,000, for a total price 
tag of $1,714,600. 


The second professional ap- 


praiser for the county, Edward 
O. Deyo of Portage, put the 
market and rental figures at 
$1,380,025 and $367,204, respec- 
tively. Deyo's price tag said 
$1,747,229.

25th Amendment Ratified 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 


gaps in the Constitution have 
been plugged with the ratifica- 
tion of an amendment dealing 
with presidential disability and 
vacancy in the vice presidency. 


The 25th Amendment was rat- 


ified Friday when Nevada be- 
came the 38th state to give its 
approval. Congress 
submitted 


the amendment to the states 
July 6, 1365, after the Senate 
and House each approved it by 
the required two-thirds majori- 
ty.

three-fourths of the 50 states. 
Minnesota had become the 37th 
state earlier Friday. For a time 
it was thought Minnesota was 
the 38th, but North Dakota offi- 
cials ruled their state's appar-

The amendment became, a 


part of the Constitution immedi- 
ately, although a formal procla- 
mation of ratification will be 
made later by the administrator 
of the General Services Admin- 
istration. 


The last previous amendment 


was adopted Jan. 23, 1964. It 
banned tie poll tax as a condi- 
tion for elections to federal of- 
fice.

sume the powers of his office. 


In case a president was una- 


ble or unwilling to declare his 
disability, the vice president 
would become acting president 
if he and a majority of the Cabi- 
net, or a majority of such other 
body as Congress may later 
provide by law, advised Con- 
gress in writing that the presi- 
dent was unable to discharge 
his duties.

The Romans Had \ 


Word For It 


Between them, Prosecutor Hammond and Municipal Judge 


Weber have cooked up a criminal law procedure which most 
lawyers and judges never believed existed in the Michigan 
courts. 


This addition to legal lore had its beginning on New 


Year's Eve when Hammond bumped his automobile into that 
of a Berrien Springs woman at the intersection of Niles and 
Kotham avenues. 


The St. Joseph policeman investigating the accident gave 


the county's official lawyer a ticket for breaching a St. 
Joseph ordinance requiring a driver to be able to halt his 
vehicle at all times within the assured clear distance ahead. 


Hammond did not respond to the summons to appear 


before Weber, but did telephone the judge to enter a not 
guilty plea on his behalf. 


This is not strictly according to Hoyle, but it is done quite 


frequently in small cases. 


Later on, the two men met during a coffee break in a local 


restaurant and Hammond asked Weber to continue the case 
a while longer. 


This long distance postponement dragged along further. 


Finally the judge wrote the prosecutor that it was time for a 
confrontation in court and in lieu of a personal appearance a 
warrant might have to be issued against the prosecutor. 


This brought on an interview with Hammond who said 


that inasmuch as a municipal court is not one of record 
(not 


having a seal of office), its judge could meet any time, in 
any place, except a saloon to dispense justice. Therefore, the 
coffee break discussion was a session of court so far as his 
case is concerned. 


Magistrates can operate in an emergency sense outside 


their offices, but it was news to many of us that they can 
function as a judicial ambulance in the sense as interpreted 
by the prosecutor. 


This newspaper hassle led to Weber setting Thursday 


afternoon as the time for a trial and Hammond acknowl- 
edged the forum and hour for the legal duel by waiving a 
jury trial. 


On Wednesday morning, Hammond appeared with Atty. 


Elden W. Butzbaugh, one of the area's distinguished 
barristers, who stood by his side as a courtesy to a 
professional brother in distress. 


Butzbaugh entered a plea of nolo contendere (I do not 


choose to contest) for his client. 


Weber took it, and assessed a $10 fine and costs of $6.05. 


Hammond paid the assessment. 


Officially, this closes the book on a bit of comical relief to 


a wintry atmosphere and presumably the law can direct once 
more its attention to more pressing problems. 


It won't conclude, however, some gossipy \yonderment 


among the local attorneys in the vein of "what gives here?" 


Nolo contendere is one of many ancient pleas devised by 


our English forbears when the practice of the law hingect 
more on the niceties of pleading than it did on the substance 
of a litigant's position. 


It survives in some American courts, including the federal 


system, as a middle position between a plea of guilty and a 
denial of guilt. An early Pennsylvania Supreme Court 
decision referred to it as a sort of kid glove way of saying 
"guilty." 


The advantage of it to the defendant is that this halfway 


confession to criminal misconduct can not be used to 
corroborate his liability in any other case arising later on 
against him from the same set of facts. 


Thus, if the Berrien Springs woman or her insurer sues 


Hammond or his insurer for the cost of repairing the 
woman's car, the former can not use the nolo contendere plea 
as he could an outright plea of guilty or a conviction had a 
trial been held as evidence of the prosecutor's carelessness in 
the civil action. 


Income tax evasion has prompted a revival of the plea in 


the federal system. 


Many a defendant jumps for it as the alternative to 


risking a stiff fine or prison sentence arising from an 
outright conviction. Normally it saves lawyer fees in 
defending against a full blown prosecution. 


Government attorneys like it as an easy way of maintain- 


ing a record because it avoids the risk of a not guilty verdict 
coming out of a case that might be less than air tight. 


As we said earlier, however, we were not aware that the 


Michigan jurisprudence still carried this arrow in its arsenal 
or ever had since the federal territorial courts had yielded 
their sway following the 1837 admission of the state to the 
union. 


This curiosity prompted us to call Weber and Circuit 


Judge Zick. 


Weber cited us a Michigan court decision holding that 


this pre-Blackstonian plea is still acceptable. 


Judge Zick gave us the rhetorical reply, "What decision?" 
All this requires no Congressional investigation, nor even 


one by the Michigan legislature. 


It only demonstrates, we suppose, if Weber and Hammond 


are tracking a clear path, that some things are not as dead 
as one might think. 


Old Sol's Power Elusive 


The most vibrant force available to all peoples has always 


been the sun. 
Science long has recognized Old Sol as the 


source from which life continues to evolve on earth, as well 
as the most productive source of light, heat and energy. 


In spite of centuries of attempts to harness the tremen- 


dous output of the sun's energy, man has achieved only 
meager successes in substituting solar energy for that de- 
rived from decomposed fossils. 


Every day without fail the sun rises in the East and dis- 


appears in the Western horizon. During the interim period 
it showers the earth with 30,000 times more energy than 
man needs for all his uses of power, yet he has managed to 
harness only an insignificant amount of it and even this is 
produced inefficiently and uneconomically by comparison 
with other sources of heat, light and electric power. 


Valiantly, science continues its quest for the answer to 


solar energy and is able to cite some evidences of success in 
this direction. Most of the advances thus far made in solar 
energy are in remote areas like deserts where sunlight is 
plentiful and there is no other feasible source of power. 


Thus, in the North African wasteland there is a salt water 


distillation plant powered by sunlight and in southern United 
States various means have been used to heat water in the 
home from the sun's rays. 


Practical solar energy is not impossible and most scien- 


tists expect to have it in abundant supply by the year 2000. 


This Litter Bit Hurts 


Man's first artificial satellite was fired into orbit Oct. 4, 


1957, and he's been cluttering outer space with all sorts of 
vehicles and paraphernalia ever since. 


Now, less than 10 years into the space age, technologists 


have preliminary designs for a Controlled Orbital Decay and 
Impacy System, a vacuum cleaner of sorts for space debris. 


It's 
another sad example of the cultural lag, 
where 


technology outdistances sociology. Science may have cleared 
space of all its junk before man has figured out how to do 
the same for earth.

delays finding the real cause. 


Bright, alert, well-coordinated 


children are thought to be poor 
or non-readers without an ex- 
planation until a thorough eye 
examination points to the cause. 


The technical name for diffi- 


culty in reading is dyslexia. 
Sometimes 
letters that look 


alike cause confusion. At other 
times the word seems to be 
reversed. 


If "was" is seen as "saw" it 


is understandable that reading 
becomes a real problem and 
results in the inability to keep 
up With school work. 


It is estimated that more than 


15 percent of all children may 
have come degree of dyslexia. 
There is no relationship between 
a child's intelligence, develop- 
ment and his reading problem. 
Saying "his" is rather interest- 
ing because the, condition hap- 
pens almost four times as often 
in boys as it does in girls. This 
disorder seems to be related to 
right a n d left-handed domi- 
nance. 


Dr. Curtis Benton, Jr., of 


Florida, an eye specialist, has 
studied 1,500 children with diffi- 
cult reading 
problerhs. With 


concentrated treatment and eye- 
exercises a large number of 
children were able in a very 
short time to correct their 
reading faults and quickly catch 
up with the achievements o£ 
their classmates. 


Medical centers everywhere

They deliberately expos- 
ed the skin of ten people to an 
ultraviolet light machine caus- 
ing a burn similar to -exposure 
to a midday, hot July sun. 


This is what they learned. 


When the volunteers were given 
aspirin before and after the 
sunlamp was used, the pain, 
redness and swelling 
of the 


"sunburned" skin seemed less 
severe. 


Apparently aspirin, in a com- 


plicated way, changes the en- 
zymes in the skin and prevents 
the burn. 


So far, how it works is not as 


clear as the fact that it does. 
We will know more about this 
before long when the studies are 
repeated. 


The plain ordinary aspirin is 


not "lowly." Its effectiveness 
dates back to when Hippocrates, 
the father 
of medicine, first 


used it when he extracted it 
from the bark of the willow 
tree.

made seven spades, even when 
you look at all four hands. East's 
double of three diamonds un- 
doubtedly put South on the right 
track, but even so, making all 
the tricks was quite a feat. 


South ruffed the heart lead 


with the jack of spades, entered 
dummy with a trump, 
ruffed 


another heart with the queen, 
crossed 
to 
dummy 
with 
a 


diamond, and ruffed dummy's 
last heart with the king. 


Having used up four of his 


trumps, South now cashed the 


A-K of diamonds, discarding a 
club, and ruffed a diamond with 
the ace. He then entered dum- 
my with a club and ruffed the 
ten of diamonds low. 


Ten tricks having been play- 


ed, South had one trump ant! 
two clubs left, while dummy 
had two trumps and one club. 
South now crossed to dummy 
with a trump, drew East's last 
trump, and scored the thirteen- 
th trick with the ace of clubs. 


What South did in effect was 


to score dummy's three high 
trumps, the A-K-Q of diamons, 
the A-K of clubs, and five ruffs 
in his own hand. He made eight 
trump tricks by his dummy 
reversal method of play, instead 
of only seven, and was thus able 
to get rid of one of his club 
losers 
on 
one 
of dummy's 


trumps. 


Note that South would not 


have made the grand slam if he 
had tried to ruff a club in 
dummy, or if he had 
first 


drawn trumps and then tried to 
establish 
dummy's 
fifth 
dia- 


mond as the thirteenth trick. 


Only by repeatedly shortening 


his trump holding was South 
able to perform the feat of 
discarding one of his clubs on 
one of dummy's trumps. It is 
doubtful that South would have 
adopted his unusual course of 
play had he not been alerted by 
East's double of three diamonds 
to watch out.
